A notice was served yestemlay upon the
Unlon Trust Company by Alexander & Green, informing
1t, 1o behalf of J. W. and J. Hurrie Rogers, not to deliver
aoy portion of the stook of the National Beeret Telephone
Company deposited with the company undar a pooling
srrangement with Thomas Iwing and others; and
especially not to deliver to Willam J, Caloone any of
the stock on the ground of his having falled to pay the
considerations therefor. A TRIDUNE Teporter saw
J. Harris Rogers, the son of J, W. Rogers, at the Grand
Central Hotel last night. Mr. Rogers sald: *One year
aud a halfago I scoured @ pumber of patents, and
among those interested fn them waa Geperal Thowmas
Ewing. 1o bought an utercst in themn for $10,000 cash,
and had furiler the option given him for thirty duya of
$20,000 more * with strong financial men '—those
are the words of the agrecment. AL the end of the thirty
@ays he camo to us and sad he had placed it ‘with
strong financial men'—mentloning & V. White, ex Sec-
retary Boutwell aud others. A pool was then formed
apd the whole stock (smounting W §5,000,000)
was deposited  with  the Uwvion  Trust Cotu-
pany. General Ewing bound us  not to  sell
any stock cxcept through S. V. White or some of our
own ussociates, W soou wanted to sell some, and * who
are bur assoclates?® we ssked—the agreement havivg
been slgned on the other side Ly ‘Thes. Ewing and
sssociates,” and nothing more, General Ewing refnsed
to give us the numes of any of these
sssoclates; and then we learned that 8, V. White Lad
not acquired the interest which he was supposed to have,
but that General Ewing had sskod hlw to go luto the
sclieme, and be bad refused.”

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ACTION ON DELAYED BILLS.

THE AQUEDUCT BILL APPROVED.

THE GOHVERNOR UNWILLING TO BE RESPONSIBLE
FOR FURTHER DELAY IN INCREASING THE
WATER SUPPLY,

Arpaxy, June 1.—The Governor has filed the fol-
lowing meworandnm of approval with Benate nill
No. 445, eutitled, “An act to provide new reser-
voirs, dams, and a new aqueduct, with the appur-
tenances thereto, for the purpose of supplying the
city of New-York with an increased supply of pure
and wholesome water”:

I have detayed action on this bill in deference to the
wishes of residents of the oity of New-York who destred
to be heard upon the msasure, sud after listening to
much disonselon on the subjeet I am very clear in tho
opinton that L ouglt to approve the bill.

That the city of New-York should have a greator sup-
ply of water there are few, I think, who have the hardi-
hood to disptite.  An examination of the present condl-

tlon of affairs also discloses the danger that
the  present lundequate  supply may at
any thoe bo loterrapted or suspended.  These

conslderations force tho contemplation of a con-
tingeney  fraught  with discomforts, deprivation
and peril to more thanamilllon inbabitants of the
State. ‘To temporize with such a question, or to hesitute
in the face of #uoh & danger, savors of a recklessness
almos! eriminal,

Tho Ll before e, 8o far as [ am able to discern, Is &
carefully drawn plan to remody the evil sud supply this
presaing need of the eity of New-York. The prineipal
objectivn urged against this bill is that the designution
of Commisstoners in the bl {tselt by the Legislature Is
unconstitutions), ondewocratle and s  violation
of the doetrine of home rule. I think the bill is Con.
stitutional, and while I am not willing to be committed
to the @ssertion that the besr manner bf selectiog com-
missloners was deternnned npon l:g‘ the Legistature, T am
unwiiling to be respousiblo for the delay of this work
because another plun wis not adopted,

It is binted rather than slleged that the persaons named
a8 comiplsstoners iare not such ws to give nasurnton of
the apeedy, eillelent  and  bouest  prosecution
of the work, and that there 18 Teason to
suspect that a political Job 1s concealod within the pro-
visiona of this bill. Suach an innoendo 0 easliy Indulzod
in, aud wien not connected with ofliclsl responaibility
wuy be harmless, But | bave no ldea that any oppononts
of the bill would siucerely nsk we 1o defeat thin legiala-
tion on stch grounds, 1 believe this bill fornishes the
means of relief to the people of the ity of New-
York and protection from the threstened danger, 1f
it sha!l appear that the work is noi 1w good bands | sball
be surprised und disappointed.  And 1t i= coufldently
expected that tu u common need all opposition to the
dutatis of the projeet will be displaced by a cordial co-
operation wits those bearlng the lmmediate responsi-
bility of 1ts consunnnation.

THE PROVISIONS OF THE BILL.

The Bill provides for the construction of a new aqne-
duet from the Croton River o Westchester County to
New-York. A commission has estimated that the work
would cost $15,000,000; but there 1a po Hmit ot fu the
bill to the expenditure, All the direction of the
work 1 Intrusted to a commission of slx persons,
cot siating of three ity oficlals and three citizens. The
three city officials are the Muyor, the Controller and the
Counnissioner of Pablle Works; while the citizen mem-
bers of the commission are Willlam Dowd, George W.
Lane aud James C. Spencer. The bill thronghout was
drown up with the 1dea of makivg the Commissioner of
Public Works the inairumoent through which the wii*
of the Aqueduct Commission s 1o he excouted.
Stlll thore wre provisions in it by wiich 1t is intended to
lossen the puwer of the Commissioner of Publle Warss

OPENING A NEW METHODIST CHURCH,

The new Park Avenus Methodist Episcopal
Church at Park-ave, and Eigbty-aixth-st. will be
occupied for the first time to-morrow, The intorior
of the ehurch proper is still untiolshed and the
services for the present will be held in the chapel
which 18 in conditlon for occupancy. The archi-
tecturs is u reproduetion of the Baronial style of
tho eleventh ceutury, ths first attempt of
kind in  this country. The ehurch ‘is
bnilt  of rough hewn blocks of freeatone,
the general outhne being irregular, Fronting on
Park-ave, it extends nearly 200 feet and rons back
over 100 feet on I-Iigl:hv-u xth-st, The general im-

ression is of a broad, somewhat low building.
I'he tower, built after the style of the Campanile in
Florence, is on the northwest corner, facing fhe
avenus and Fighty-sixth-at, The spire above the
tower is covered with red tiling. The front has
three gargoyles whiob have the face of & tiger, the
wings of 3 bat and the claws of an eagle.
Just above the main entrance on Park-
uve there 1a & rosn window about six feet in
diameter. Lattice work about two feet wide runa
around the entire building above the lower win-
dows, which are mullion The interior is divided
into the ehureh Yrupﬂr. the clm}iwl on the second
floor, and three class yooms and a ladies’ parlor ou the
ground floor beneath the chapel. On three sides of
the ehurch iteelf are broad galleries, from which
s1x great arches ascend to the roof.  The pursonage
connects with the church by means of a door at tﬁo
right of the pulpit,

I'ho chapel 15 o large room, ninety-seven feet by
thirty-five, and will seat upward of 500 people. The
lndies’ purlor, which will be used tor church mest-
Ings, festivals, ete,, ie about hall the size of the
chupel, In the basement there i3 a kitchen with a
large rauge and other appoiutwents. The cost of
the edifice will bo upward of $175,000, The land
cost abont 30,000 more.
